ABSTRACT 


An apparatus for a portable pop-up carport for automobiles 18, sports utility vehicles and 
small trucks comprising a foldable frame structure 32 having a light weight waterproof roof 20, 
side panels of mesh-like material 22 and optional front and rear panels. Bungee cord 24 and 
hook members 34 are provided to secure and anchor the pop-up carport 10 to the vehicle's 
bumpers 26 and anchor rings 28 are provided to further secure the device to the ground 30. The 
device 10 is designed to provide shade from the sun and help cool the air within a vehicle 18 
parked beneath the device. When the user is finished with the use of the pop-up 10, they simply 
fold it up and secure it with a Velcro strap 38. 
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
